For the Year 1954 


Inaugural Address 
Delivered by Mayor Wiggin S. Gilman January 4, 1954 


Reverend Reinelt, Members of the City Council, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

{ am proud to stand before you tonight to deliver this, my 
second inaugural address. I would be unmindful, yes, ungrate- 
ful if I did not at this time express my appreciation to the 
voters of Franklin for this great honor. Words are too frail . 
and cannot convey or express to you my inward feeling of ap- 
preciation. This feeling will be with me always and be a source 
of great satisfaction and comfort while life lasts. 

Twelve months have elapsed since we took the Oath of 
Office to administer the business affairs of the City of Frank- 
lin to the best of our ability and we have the satisfaction of be- 
ing true to our Oath and faithful public servants. 

We made imperative the practice of the most strict econ- 
omy and | think the Council of 1953 made a record of conser- 
vative expenditures, which compares favorably with that of 
any council. 

Almost every department demanded more money and in 
spite of the fact that Franklin has not grown to any degree, the 
expenses of maintenance are increasing at an alarming rate. 

New members of the Council, I hope that you will be able 
to administer the affairs of this City this year in such a man- 
ner that an increased tax rate may be prevented. I feel sure 
that if you are able to accomplish this, you will receive due 
credit from the citizens of Franklin. I trust that all our rela- 
tions will be most friendly and that harmony will prevail at 
our meetings and that we will all work together with one com- 
mon purpose in view, that is, to give our city a good and 
economical administration. No matter how small a community 
may be it is necessary that its public affairs be administered 
and safeguarded with all the prudence and wisdom possible. 

The City treasury is only an exchange counter. It earns no 
money. It spends the money of the people, and the good peo- 
ple of our city must help lessen our load by not asking for 
special favors which make costs go higher. 

Our schools require a very large expenditure This seems 
necessary in order to comply with our needs of modern educa- 
tion, however, here again I think there can be some happy su- 
pervision whereby the city can save without impairing the 
value of our system. The parents should not forget to co- 
operate with our teachers in order that their children benefit 
to the utmost and they should also have in mind that all un- 
necessary expenditures mean more taxes.

Parks—Playgrounds 


In no city in New Hampshire can be found the opportuni- 
ties offered at our parks and beaches to young and old, and I 
want to congratulate the Park Commissioners for the fine job 
they have done in 1953. It only shows what can be done with 
a minimum appropriation when Commissioners share the re- 
sponsibility and do their duty and I can only say, Grand job. 


Police Department 
Our Police department receives a lot of criticism, some un- 
called for. We all must remember that they are human be- 
ings and they surely are not over-paid, but, there is one thing 
you and I have got to give them credit for, they do not spend 
any unnecessary money. The Police department is run on a 
yo strict and economical basis and they deserve a lot of cre- 

it. 
Fire Department 


Our Fire department as you all know is one of the best 
They have a record I don’t think can be beaten any where in 
the State and when the alarm rings, day or night, you find they 
are on the job. They are very economical and their depart- 
ment is always ready to help in any other department when 
needed. 


Relief Department 


Our Relief department has been ably managed in the last 
year, and the expenses have been kept to a minimum. This 
is a very important job, and the needy must be cared for, and 
treated with respect and the greedy must be cast off, and I 
hope whoever continues on this job will keep up the good work. 


Progress of Public Works 1953 


Project No. 1—1500 feet of 6 inch sewer pipe on Salisbury 
Road. This sewer line serves 12 families. 

No. 2—South Prospect St. TRA project consisted of install- 
ing a new drainage system. Project was 2100 feet long and 
24 feet wide. Started from corner Poplar St. and stopped just 
short of the Mojalaki Country Club. Driveway approaches 
were not topped to give easy access to the homes. 

No. 3—Sanborn Hill and Hospital Hill project. Laid 
about 445 feet of 30 inch concrete pipe in ravine along San- 
born St. from Park St. to Wyatt Court. Penetrated with two 
coats of tar, also hot top sidewalk about 5 feet wide the entire 
length of Hospital Hill, widened Hospital Hill from original 
width of 21 feet to present width of 26 feet. 

No. 4—East Pleasant St. TRA project. Started from just 
above Davis St. and continued for about 4000 feet beyond Dr. 
Kropp’s residence. Installed concrete pipes to take care of the 
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drainage and 24 feet of roadway. An 18 foot wide strip was 
penetrated with asphalt. 

No. 5—Applied two coats of asphalt to the following 
streets. Dana Court, Salisbury St. from Sokul residence to 
Salisbury Rd., Tannery St., Kimball St. from Webster St. to 
B & M crossing, Range Road from Mascoma Highway to Felix 
Jean Rd, lowered Webster St. underpass from original clear- 
ance of 10 feet 8 inches to 12 foot clearance. Involved tearing 
up about 500 feet of road. Rebuilding with gravel and pene- 
trating with asphalt. 

No. 6—Resurfaced 1500 feet on Salisbury Road. 

No. 7—Penetrated Wood St., Kendall St., Adams Ave. be- 
tween Kendall and Clark St., Calef Hill Rd. from Rice’s corner 
to Wood St., Woodrow Ave. upper end of Chestnut St. widened 
and resurfaced Willow St. from Central St. to Kidder Co. 

We started work on widening and straightening of Cheney 
Hill. Laid 12 inch and 15 inch concrete pipe for side drainage 
and installing 24 inch pipe for the main drain to the Winni- 
pesaukee River. 

The above project has been done in addition to our general 
maintenance work and our highway pay roll has been $1000 
a month less than 1952. 

In the last year we have bought and replaced equipment 
as follows: 1 jeep, 1 Willey’s truck, 2 Dodge trucks, 1 grader, 
i salt spreader, 1 sander. Have repaired and painted all the 
equipment and I feel there has been a lot of progress made in 
the highway department financially and otherwise. 

I feel that Franklin is facing some very large expenditures 
Meamestiear future. We have got to spend a lot to get our 
roads in good condition. Our bridges, Daniell Bridge and 
Daniel Webster Bridge, are showing wear. We had a bridge 
expert inspect them, and it will cost several thousand dollars 
to have them resurfaced where the cement in falling away. 

Our heating plant at Memorial Hall is in very poor condi- 
tion, and our whole heating system is antiquated. This will re- 
quire a very large expenditure. 

Our Fire department will need a new truck very shortly. 
The Reo engine is 24 years old and it is getting where we can- 
not get parts for it. Your Hook and Ladder truck is now 28 
years old and will have to be replaced in the near future. 

Our valuation dropped last year over one half million and . 
this year we may still have a drop. This, your Mayor and 
Council have no control over. Our bonded indebtedness is 
$131,000 as of January 1. 

The question now is, shall we increase our Bonded in- 
debtedness and take care of our present needs or pay as we 
go: This is for the Council to decide. 

I shall call a special Council meeting very soon to decide

which streets we are to repair and how much we can afford 
to spend this year. We started work on the 1954 budget and 
we shall make every effort to have it approved by February 
meeting. 

I hope we do not have a large decrease in our valuation 
such as we had last year. Last year our budget was approved 
the last week in January, from then on our expenditures ran 
along as planned and it seemed we would have no trouble in 
keeping our tax rate around $50. The shock came in June. 
Our valuation dropped over one half million. To save the tax 
rate I had to use all the surplus of 1952. 

I was cautioned by the auditors that this was dangerous, 
for it left our budget with no leeway. I took the chance. Our 
next duty was to see that this surplus was made up, I am proud 
to say, that on December 15, when our books were closed we 
had a $16,000 surplus. 

One thing that disturbs me, is that in 1930 the appropria- 
tion for Franklin was $250,081—Valuation $7,516,000. The 1940 
appropriation was $288,500—Valuation $6,778,000. The 1953 
appropriation was $484,000—Valuation $9,041.00. 

Our expenses for running the City doubled in 23 years, but 
our valuations are only $1,500,000 more and our population re- 
mains about the same 

Our schools cost us $78,750 in 1930. In 1940 it was $79,750. 
In 1953 schools cost $200,500 and this year, 1954, they want 
around $14,000 more. Since 1940, the school budget has al- 
most tripled. Can we continue to appropriate 10 to 15 thousand 
dollars more each year for school when our industries and pop- 
ulation remain around the same? 

I offer the following for the Council’s consideration this 
year. 

No. 1—That the Fire Department be cut to six men. Three 
men on each shift. The salary saved to apply toward a new 
truck. 

No. 2—The City Council allow $75 clothes allowance for 
each regular Police officer. 

In closing: Sincerity is our greatest aid. Be honest and 
never be afraid. I want to thank the 1953 Council and the 
City Clerk, the City Solicitor for the co-operation given me, 
and I can only say all worked for the best interest of the City. 

I wish you all a Prosperous and Happy New Year.

Complying with your request and in accordance with the 
City Ordinances, I have made an examination of the books 
and records of the City of Franklin for the year ended Decem- 
ber 15, 1954, and submit herewith my report consisting of ex- 
hibits, supporting schedules and comments. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and supporting evidence as 
was considered necessary under the circumstances. Verifica- 
tion letters were mailed to a substantial number of outstand- 
ing Taxes Receivable and Accounts Receivable. Except for 
the Taxes and Accounts Receivable and some year-end ad- 
justment, the general books of the City are kept on a cash 
basis and hence reflect cash receipts and disbursements only. 
No provision has been made to charge the departments with 
with any unpaid balance as at the year-end. 


BALANCE SHEET—GENERAL FUND 
EXHIBIT A 


The Balance Sheet-General Fund reflects the financial con- 
dition of the City of Franklin as at the close of business, De- 
cember 15, 1954. The Comparative Balance Sheet - Exhibit 
A - Schedule 3 discloses the increases and decreases in the 
various accounts between the year 1954 and 1953. 
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AUDITOR’S REPORT (Continued) 
Cash on Hand—$10,700.27 


The cash on hand was verified by count, while the cash in 
the bank was reconciled to the bank statement and the inde- 
pendent verification received from the depositories. The re- 
ceipts were traced to the bank deposits and all checks can- 
celled during the year were examined. 


Cash in the Franklin Savings Bank represents interest 
earned on the Bond Fund Cash which is on deposit in the 
Savings Bank. Only the interest portion is considered part of 
the General Fund and the balance remains as part of the 
Bond Fund Account. 


Accounts Receivable—$1,585.28 


A listing of the unpaid Accounts Receivable balance was in 
agreement with the controlling account. The accounts are 
aged as follows:

Letters of verification were mailed to the open accounts but 
relatively few were returned. The largest single account is due 
from the Franklin Development, Inc., in the amount of $1,006.- 
04. An intensive effort should be made to collect these ac- 
counts. Any that appear uncollectible should be abated by the 
Council. 


Taxes Receivable—$49,010.22 


The uncollected taxes as at December 15, 1953 was $49,010.22 
against which there is a reserve for uncollectible taxes of 
$1,351.40. A detail of the activity of the levies of the various 
years is shown on Exhibit A Schedule 1 which also discloses the 
difference between the control and the detail. These variations 
were substantially the same as those at the end of the year. 
Several hundred verification letters were mailed on the open 
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accounts. Approximately 11% of the 1954 taxes remains un- 
collected. 


The Reserve for Uncollectible Taxes was reduced by abate- 
ments of Unredeemed Tax Sales. Since there is very little ac- 
tivity in the reserve account it might be well to consider clos- 
ing it out to Surplus. 


Under normal conditions, the Appropriation for Abatements 
which is established in the budget annually will make provi- 
sion for possible uncollectible taxes to be charged off during 
the year. It would seem, therefore, that the Reserve for Abate- 
ments is not required. 


The 1954 Tax Warrant was completely footed and recon- 
ciled to the control. The valuation was also proved. A spot 
check was made of the daily receipt stubs on taxes collected 
and further traced to the tax ledger. 

The 1954 Tax Rate of $52.90 as approved by the State of New 
Hampshire Tax Commission was confirmed by direct corres- 
pondence. 

Unredeemed Tax Sales— $4,005.70 
Property Acquired by Tax Deed—$1,178.33 


These items represent property acquired for non-payment of 
taxes and were accepted as shown on the books. 


Head Taxes Receivable—$5,288.00 


The foregoing item represents taxes to be collected and paid 
to the State of New Hampshire. 


Due from the State of New Hampshire—$4,492.66 


The above caption is detailed on the Balance Sheet. Most 
of the items were independently verified with the proper au- 
thorities and in some cases the cash was received during the 
progress of the audit. 


Temporary Loans in Anticipation of Taxes—$50,000.00 
This amount represents the balance due the First National 


Bank of Boston on borrowings in anticipation of taxes and was 
verified by correspondence. The 1954 budget did not provide 
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AUDITOR’S REPORT (Continued) 


for the reduction of this account. As was previouly recom- 
mended, the budget should make some provision for the sys- 
tematic liquidation of this liability. 


Reserve for Soldiers’ Bonus Taxes— $61.04 
Reserve for Head Taxes— $7,970.21 

The City’s liability to the State of New Hampshire on 
Soldiers’ Bonus and Head Taxes is reflected by these accounts. 
Parking Meters—$2,002.91 


The above caption represents the balance on the Parking 
Meter collections, the cash for which is included in the Frank- 
lin National Bank cash account. During the year, the follow- 
ing transfers were made from the Parking Meter Account. 


Police Department $5,000.00 
Highway Department 5,000.00 
$10,000.00 


In order to eliminate transfers from the Parking Meter Ac- 
count to the departments during the year, I would suggest that 
an estimated credit from the Parking Meter Account be made 
at the time the budget is prepared. Besides eliminating the 
transfers, the inclusion of all credits in the budget will better 
reflect the budgetary activity for the year. 


Unexpended Balances Carried to 1955—$5,345.94 


This item is detailed on the Balance Sheet and the activity 
is shown on Exhibit A - Schedule 2C. 


Surplus—$8,768.91 


Exhibit A-Schedules 2, 2A, 2B, and 2C detail the activity 
of operations for the current year and further substantiate 
the amount transferred’ to Surplus in the amount of $8,410.70. 
The budgetary charge to Surplus used as a credit for the 1954 
budget was $12,000 and Accounts Receivable abatement charged 
to Surplus was $156.20. In addition, a special appropriation for 
the School Department included $3,800 from the Surplus Ac- 
count. After transferring to the Surplus the balance from the 
current year’s operation of $8,410.70, the balance in the Sur- 
plus Account as at the year end was $8,768.91 or $7,545.50 less 
than the balance at the beginning: of the year. 
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BALANCE SHEET—GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 
EXHIBIT B 


The Balance Sheet - General Indebtedness discloses the 
City’s liability on bonds and long-term notes as at December 
15, 1954. <A detail of the indebtedness appears on Exhibit B - 
Schedule 1. All bonds cancelled and interest coupons paid 
during the year were produced for my inspection. 


The cash in the Franklin Savings Bank in the amount of 
$648.54 represents the unexpended portion of the New High 
School Bond Issue. This item was independently verified with 
the depository. The interest earned on the balance in the 
savings account has been credited to the General Fund.

The Balance Sheet - Trust Funds records the assets and 
sources of such assets in the custody of the trustees of the 
Trust Fund.

The cash in the Commercial and Savings Bank was recon- 
ciled to the bank statements as well as the independent con- 
firmation received from the depositories. 


Investments—$90,690.39 


The securities were inspected in the presence of a trustee 
of the Trust Fund. Exhibit C - Schedule 1 lists the various 
trust funds and shows the activity for the year.

The books and records of the above were examined and the 
cancelled checks were compared with the cash disbursement 
records. The cash in the bank at the close of the year was re- 
conciled to the bank statement and the independent bank con- 
firmation.

Payroll 


I examined all payroll checks cancelled during the year and 
reconciled the bank statement. 


City Clerk’s Office 


The books and records of the City Clerk’s Office were spot 
checked. The daily cash collection register tapes were checked 
to the cash receipts book and traced to the bank deposits. A 
spot check was made on automobile permits and dog licenses 
issued during the year. Other business licenses were also spot 
checked. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Abatements during the year totalled $5,017.75 while the Ap- 
propriation for Abatement was $2,290.44. Although the sub- 
sequent assessments for the year equalled the difference on 
the above, I would suggest that a better balance be kept be- 
tween the Appropriation for Abatement and the Actual Abate- 
ments. Thus the subsequent assessment becomes additional 
revenue to the City for the year. 


Exhibit A - Schedule 2 sets forth the budgetary appropria- 
tion for the year and discloses the activity in each of the de- 
partments. Even though a number of departments overex- 
pended their appropriation, the net unexpended balance trans- 
ferred to Surplus was $3,285.52. 


In order to permit the School Department to liquidate most 
of its year-end liabilities, they were alloted a special appro- 
priation of $8,300 with corresponding charges to the following 
departments. 


Contingent Fund $2,500 
Public Works Salaries 2,000 
Surplus 3,800 


$8,300 


The School Department was thus able to pay most of its 
outstanding bills. Partial. payments were made on several 
large invoices which represented items such as supplies, coal, 
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etc., the larger part of which will be consumed in 1955. 


In conclusion, may I summarize the salient points which 
should be given your careful attention. 


1. Intensive effort to collect outstanding Accounts Receiv- 
able. 


2. Transfer the Reserve for Uncollectible Taxes to Surplus. 


3. Provide for the systematic liquidation of the Temporary 
Loan. 


4. Estimate the Appropriation for Abatements to more near- 
ly equal the actual abatement charges for the year. 


5. Include in the Budgetary credit the amount to be trans- 
ferred from Parking Meters. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all the City Officials 
and the members of their staffs for the cooperation and cour- 
tesies extended me during the audit.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Another year of service to the community is recorded in 
the 47th annual report of the Franklin Public Library. 


The story of the year’s activities is one of variety, as 
usual. There have been 903 books purchased, with 76 volumes 
added as gifts. Of the total $79 additions, 768 books were for 
adults, and 211 books were juveniles. The Memorial Book 
Shelf has received 9 volumes during the year. The number 
of magazines and newspapers arriving regularly has increased, 
as new Magazines are tried or received as gifts. The 1954 count 
was 99 paid subscriptions, 51 gift subscriptions, and 8 news- 
papers. 


The present book collection numbers 28,454 volumes after 
‘the discard of 190 titles during the year. The annual circula- 
tion was 41,264 and was comprised of books, magazines, pam- 
phlets and pictures. These were loaned to Franklin residents 
and others who attend school, work or shop here regularly. 
Newly registered borrowers totaled 417. After withdrawing 360 
inactive cards the file contains 3,202 names, of which 426 are 
non-resident borrowers. 


With the per capita reading score 6.3 volumes, the average 
per borrower is 12.8 volumes. There is a continued greater in- 
crease in non-fiction, giving fiction another drop of 2%, with 
the percentage of fiction read 44.7%. It would appear that 
either fiction of the present day does not satisfy readers, or 
more people are finding that books in other classes are even 
more interesting reading than fiction. The non-fiction record 
of 26.5% is an increase of 2% over last year. Children have 
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borrowed 11,908 books provided for them, registering a 1.7% 
increase in the use of the children’s room collection. 


Interlibrary loans have been 57 volumes borrowed from the 
State Library or other libraries. The local library has loaned 
25 requested books. The school loans have been put out in 17 
groups, totaling 214 books. By special arrangement two group- 
loans were made to a nearby summer camp. During Book 
Week 255 boys and girls, with their teachers from three 
schools, were library visitors to see the new books and to en- 
joy the children’s room. 


Exhibits of the year have been connected with forestry, civil 
defense, Audubon photographs, the Henry (“Hank”) Lemire 
trophies, reproductions of several historical documents, and a 
group of Thomas Jefferson autographs. Outstanding exhibits 
have been “India today”, arranged from material received by 
Dr. and Mrs. James B. Woodman from their son, Dr. Everett 
Woodman, with the United States Information Agency at 
Madras, India; the Louisa Eyre Memorial Exhibit of sculpture, 
opened by courtesy every afternoon during American Art 
Week; and ceramic dog models done by Constance Russell and 
Margaret Cheyne. ‘‘World news of the week” is a weekly pos- 
ter exhibit. An exhibit of books, magazines and pamphlets on 
house plans, building aids, remodeling, care of property and 
allied subjecis was featured in a window of the Franklin Co- 
operative Bank for a month. The librarian received a Special 
Award for a display of flower and garden books at the Aug- 
ust flower show. 


The report of the treasurer, accompanying this report, shows 
the cost of operating the library for the year 1954. 


Excellent care has been given the building by Ralph C. Col- 
cord, custodian for many years. Archur R. Tilton has given 
satisfactory care to the grounds around the library, and has 
been successful in building a suitable gravel drain-basin to 
care for the water from City Hall roof, the cause of much 
lawn damage for several years. The Amalia Tree Surgeons 
have: cared for the trees with spray, pruning, and cavity work. 
William Shanelaris did necessary repointing of the outside 
masonry of the building. 


At the first City Council meeting of the year Alice M. Shep- 
ard and Luella M. Dempsey were re-elected trustees for three 
years. 


Library Hall has been the meeting place for the Woman’s 
Club, the Garden Club, and the Hospital Auxiliary, the latter 
sewing all day one day a month. The Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion has held a public meeting in the Hall, and Christmas 
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Seal tag-day headquarters are set up in the Draper room each 
year. 


Collier’s Encyclopedia (20 vols.) is a fine addition to the 
reference collection. The Encyclopedia Americana (30 vols.) 
has been replaced with the latest edition. “What to make and 
how to make it (12 vols.), a Popular Mechanics publication, 
has received a warm welcome. The New Century Cyclopedia 
of Names (3 vols.) has replaced an old and useful reference 
set. 


New equipment has been a white sink in the kitchenette of 
Library Hall, two adjustable-shelf bookcases, a two-shelf table- 
end bookcase in the children’s room, and a book-trough table 
for quick displays. A small metal cabinet provides suitable pro- 
tection for the ten volumes listing the library holdings of cat- 
aloged material. 


An offer from “A graduate of Yale” to pay half the cost of 
books from a Selected list was the means of an addition of 
27 books on various subjecis, the library’s half of the cost be- 
ing paid with Anna G. Blodgett trust funds. 


Gifts of books and magazines from many friends of the li- 
brary are much appreciated, providing either fresh copies or 
new material for the use of readers. A nearly complete file of 
city reports from the office of the late Dr. Charles W. Adams 
came as a gift from his son, Charles W. Adams, Jr. Miss Bessie 
C. Rowell has given her grandfather’s cornet used in the 
Franklin Cornet Band 1850-1890, the Constitution of the 
Franklin Military Band (about 1840), Franklin’s first inven- 
tory of 1829 (handwritten), and other items of historical in- 
terest. Mr. and Mrs. Carl Mussey have presented programs of 
earlier years and four ledgers covering the years 1874-76 of 
the meat business of Mr. Mussey’s father and uncle. Additional 
early views of Franklin have come from Alexis C. Proctor. 
Miss Bernice J. Sinclair has shared 45 volumes from her per- 
sonal library. Among books presented by Richard W. Sulloway 
are several copies of “Year”, one of which covers the years 
1900-1950. ‘““Hands Across the Sea” is a scrapbook of the Phil- 
ippine pencil project, originating with and handled by Mrs. 
George Shepard, who has presented the scrapbook to the li- 
brary. “The Soldier in our Civil War” (2 vols.) is the gift of 
Mabelle E. Stevens. An unusual gift is a speech delivered by 
Daniel Webster in Richmond, Va., in 1840, printed on white 
satin, and brought home by a northern soldier after the Siege 
of Richmond, presented by the soldier’s niece, Mrs. Walter C. 
Ellis of Keene. A collection of ‘paper’ books given by John 
P. Lewis has provided many additional mystery titles. 


From the Walter Fred Duffy Estate the library has received 
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the gift of many fine books from Mr. and Mrs. Duffy’s library, 
several framed pictures of particular local interest, a book of 
early Franklin scenes, a collection of music records, and a 
number of lovely vases. 


Newspaper publicity has appeared weekly in the Book Sug- 
gestion column carried by the Journal-Transcript. This paper 
and the Concord Monitor have been generous in their ac- 
counts of exhibits, observances and other matters pertaining 
to the library. 


The year 1954 has been a year of changes in the library 
family. The staff and many others who knew Mrs. Barron 
Shirley as librarian were saddened on the occasion of her 
death on August 20. She had served as the first librarian of 
the present library from 1907-1935. During the past six years, 
since her return to Franklin, she was a frequent visitor and 
borrower, and her presence and fund of knowledge will be 
missed for a long time to come. In October Mrs. Emma C. 
Boody, assistant librarian, resigned after twenty years of ef- 
ficient service on the staff, to make her home near her daugh- 
ter in Collinsville, Conn. Mrs. Ethel L. Hanley was appointed 
assistant librarian. She has been on the staff for three years, 
also attending Library Institute courses in 1953 and 1954. Miss 
Eunice I. Hawkins of Lisbon became library assistant in Aug- 
ust. She has been a high school teacher in Massachusetts, 
Maine, and New Hampshire, with both school and public li- 
brary experience during several years of teaching in Lisbon. 


Our work with the children of Franklin is greater each year 
but increase in services possible to offer is limited by a small 
Staff. Tne vision trustees and librarians have before them is 
that of a children’s librarian who can work more fully with 
the children, both at the library and in the schools. This ad- 
dition to the library staff is craved in celebration of the li- 
brary’s fiftieth anniversary in 1957. 


That in which we are truly interested becomes part of us, 
therefore more valuable to us. The interest and cooperation 
of the Board of Library Trustees, also that of the people of 
Franklin, is something of which the library staff is aware and 
for which appreciation is expressed at this time, and its con- 
tinuance bespoken.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board, Mayor and City Council, 
and Citizens of the City of Franklin: 

I herewith submit my first annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. This is the fifty-fourth in the series of 
reports prepared by school superintendents. 


Personnel Changes 


High School: 

Mr. Norman Brough replaces Mr. John O’Keefe in Biology. 
Mr. O’Keefe left us to go to Springfield, Massachusetts. Mr. 
Brough is a 1954 graduate of Ithaca College, Ithaca, New 
York. 

Mrs. Sylvia F. Currier, English X and XII, replaces Miss 
Anastasia McManus. Miss McManus accepted another teach- 
ing position. Mrs. Currier is a graduate of the University of 
Vermont and has had many years of teaching experience in 
New York. 

Mrs. Lillian Davidson was transferred from the Daniell Jun- 
ior High School to replace Mrs. Aileen Michaels as teacher of 
English. 

Mr. D. Vincent O’Connor, Physics and Chemistry, a gradu- 
ate of Williams College replaces Mr. Alger Bourn. Mr. Bourn 
accepted a position in Concord, New Hampshire. Mr. O’Con- 
nor has had teaching experience in Lawrence and Dalton, 
Massachusetts and Hanover, New Hampshire. 

Miss Kathryn E. Kennett, a graduate of the University of 
New Hampshire 1954 replaces Mr. Robert N. Gourley as teach- 
er of Mathematics. Mr. Gourley accepted a position in Con-. 
cord, New Hampshire. He was offered this position in October 
but because of the shortage of teaching candidates it was im- 
possible to fill the position until February. Miss Kennett as- 
sumed her duties at the High School on February 1, 1955. 
Junior High School: 

Mrs. Gladys Cobden, English VII and VIII, replaces Mrs. 
Lillian Davidson in the Junior High School. Mrs. Davidson 
transferred to the High School. Mrs. Cobden is a graduate of 
Duquesne with a master’s degree at New York University. She 
has had teaching experience in Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Leon Dustin, a graduate of Plymouth Teachers College 
1951 was elected to fill a new position at the Daniell Junior 
High School. This position was created to take care of the 
larger enrollment this year. Mr. Dustin has had teaching ex- 
perience at Lisbon High School, Lisbon, New Hampshire. 

Mrs. Annette Larson is teaching a combination Grade V 
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and VI in Daniell Junior High School. She replaces Miss 
Christine Burtt who had a sixth grade at the Daniell Junior 
High School last year. Mrs. Larson is a graduate of Keene 
Teachers College. She has had teaching experience in Bos- 
cawen and Sanbornton, New Hampshire. 

Hancock School: 

Miss Harriet Campbell was elected Principal at Hancock 
School to replace Edwina Connor, who retired. Miss Campbell 
is a graduate of Farmington Normal School, Farmington, 
Maine. She has had many years of teaching experience at 
the Daniel Webster Home. 

Mrs. Louise Burns replaces Mrs. Mavis Rutherford in Han- 
cock School. Mrs. Burns teaches a combination Grade II and 
III. She is a graduate of Plymouth Teachers College and has 
taught for many years at the Daniel Webster Home. 

Nesmith School: 

Mr. George B. Rochfort, a graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts, replaces Mr. George Bryenton who accepted 
a position at Moultonboro, New Hampshire. Mr. Rochfort has 
had teaching experience at New Hampton Community School 
and at Old Town, Maine. 

Mrs. Ruth Emerson, a graduate of Keene Teachers College 
was elected to teach a combination Grade I and II. This was 
a new room established to accomodate increases in enrollment 
at Nesmith School. Mrs. Emerson has had teaching experience 
at Sandown, New London and Andover, New Hampshire. 

Mrs. Irma Fortin, a graduate of Keene Teachers College, 
was elected to teach a combination Grade IV and V at Nes- 
mith School. This was a new position created to take care of 
the enlarged enrollment. Mrs. Fortin has teaching experience 
at Laconia, New Hampshire. 

Mrs. Ethel C. Dolloff, a graduate of Keene Teachers College, 
was elected to teach a combination Grade II and III. This is 
a new position necessitated by the increase in enrollment. Mrs. 
Dolloff has had teaching experience at Gilford and Enfield, 
New Hampshire. 

Special Teachers: 

Miss Anna C. Roberts who has been teaching remedial read- 
ing part-time, was elected to a full-time position. She is giv- 
ing remedial reading instruction from Grade IV to VIII at 
-tancock, Nesmith and the Daniell Junior High School. 

Enrollment 

In September there were approximately sixty additional 
children in the lower grades as a result of closing the school 
at the Daniel Webster Home. In addition to these, there was 
an increase of approximately 30 local children in the lower 
grades. These increases necessitated the establishment of four 
additional rooms as noted above. The Kindergarten at Nes-

mith School was moved into the Christian Church. The Kin- 
dergarten room in Nesmith and two other vacant rooms were 
occupied by combination grades. The conference room in the 
Daniell Junior High School was occupied by a combination 
grade V and VI. The nurse’s room, the cafeteria and cloak- 
rooms have been used at different times for remedial reading 
instruction. 

These changes have enabled the school system to maintain 
a low average classroom size. The average classroom size at 
this writing in grades one to six is approximately twenty-sev- 
en. The City of Franklin should consider itself fortunate to 
be able to keep the classroom size down to its present level. 

However, in order to maintain a low average classroom size, 
it has been necessary to occupy sub-standard rooms. The 
room occupied at the Christian Church has only four incandes- 
cent lights. The windows are of frosted glass. Both natural 
and artificial lighting are extremely poor. After inspecting this 
room in the fall, it was decided that it would be suitable for 
a kindergarten room but not for any regular grade. This must 
be considered definitely a sub-standard room until the lighting 
has been improved. Additional teacher and student furniture, 
as well as blackboards, bulletin boards, etc. are still needed 
for this room. Fortunately, there are both boys and girls toil- 
ets nearby. 

The official board of the Christian Church has indicated 
their willingness to rent a second room to the School Depart- 
ment if necessary next year. It now looks as if the School 
Department will need to plan on occupying this second room. 

It may be possible to have the Hancock School Kindergar- 
ten meet in this room utilizing the present lighting arrange- 
ments. It would be better to fix up both of these rooms and 
place an upper grade from Nesmith in one of them. Children 
cannot be expected to read and write all day long with the - 
present lighting arrangements. The use of the Christian 
Church was approved this year for Kindergarten use only. 

The seventy-sixth report of the State Board of Education, 
December 1, 1954, Page 37, recommends the following class 
sizes for elementary schools: 

“1. Kindergarten with full day program—not exceed 25 

pupils per teacher. 

2. Kindergarten with double sessions: 

1 teacher, 2 groups—20 pupils per group. 
1 teacher, 1 group—30 pupils per group. 

3. Grades 1-3 one teacher to a grade—25 pupils per teacher. 

4. Grades 4-8 one teacher to a grade—not over 30 pupils 

per teacher. 

5. Small rooms with two or more grades per teacher, not 

over 25 pupils per teacher.” 
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The application of these standards to Franklin schools will 
require three more classrooms. The School Committee now 
plans to establish one additional room with tentative plans for 
another if enrollments in certain grades are higher than pres- 
ent predictions indicate. 

A comparison of enrollments for 1954-55 and predictions 
for next year follow:

As indicated above, there will be approximately 32 more chil- 
dren in the lower six grades, 16 less children in the Junior 
High School and 48 more children in the High School. If we 
adhere to recommended classroom sizes, these increases in 
enrollment will necessitate at least one additional teacher in 
the High School and two additional teachers in the lower 
grades.

Eleven children are listed as handicapped. These figures 
cannot be compared directly with other school] enrollment re- 
ports. The census information was taken as of September 30. 
Tuition pupils from other schools, of course, are not included 
in the Franklin census figure. 


If we analyze this data in five year blocks, excluding those 
children less than one because of the incomplete data for 


1955, the impact of increased enrollment in Franklin schools 
is apparent:

Enrollment increases this year have forced the school de- 
partment to use several sub-standard rooms. Next year, it is 
expected that the school department will rent two rooms out- 
side the system. In addition to this, six sub-standard areas 
will be used as classrooms. These are: 
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. Conference room—Jr. High School. Normal capacity 20. 
. Projection room—Jr. High School Basement. 

Music Room. 

. Cafeteria—Hancock School, remedial reading. 

Cloak room—Hancock School, remedial reading. 

. Nurse’s room—Nesmith School, remedial reading. 
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Some of these areas have been approved for short time use 
for specific purposes. However, they are for the most part com- 
pletely unsatisfactory as a standard classroom next year. For 
example, the music room in the Junior High School may have 
to be converted to a classroom to accomodate part of the high 
school enrollment. This will require some major expenditures 
for lighting, blackboards, bulletin boards, etc. and will cause 
some scheduling problems. Extra time for going between class- 
es will be required. If this room is required, music will have 
to be moved into the far from adequate recreation building 
room. It should be recalled that Franklin High School was or- 
iginally built as a three-year high school. Since the building 
was erected, the ninth grade has been added to the High 
School program. The building was not built to accomodate a 
cafeteria or the present expanded physical education program, 
visual education program or music program. Many conflicts 
in scheduling result from this expanded program. If the pres- 
ent enrollment of approximately 100 now in the kindergarten 
is projected ahead for six years, we will have approximately 
700 children from kindergarten through grade six instead of 
the present 593. This alone, will require four additional class- 
rooms by all normal standards. Two years later, the Junior 
High School will require about two additional rooms. Mean- 
while, the High School program now at a low level because 
of the decline in births during World War II will continue to 
grow. It may be expected that the High School will need at 
least one additional room each year for a number of years 
unless the curriculum offered at the High School is greatly 
curtailed and classroom sizes are increased beyond all normal 
standards. 


These facts indicate that Franklin must do some long rangs 
system-wide planning to properly house and educate its child- 
ren. The accomodation of future increases in enrollment with- 
in the present building will continue to lower the level of ed- 
ucational standards in Franklin. The City has been fortunate 
to have been able to add four teachers and four classes to its 
system this year without serious difficulty. The classroom sizes 
have been maintained at a very reasonable level. However, the 
conditions of lighting, equipment, furniture, etc. are far from 
ideal.

Curriculum 

One of the most serious deficiencies in the school system at 
the present time is the lack of adequate High School and ele- 
mentary supervision. Neither the High School principal nor 
the Superintendent of Schools has any time to devote to the 
study of curriculum problems or to the supervision of instruc- 
tion. Both are completely occupied with the details of admin- 
istering the school system. These details consist of: 


Superintendent High School Principal 
Budgeting Pupil Administration 
Finance Parent Conferences 
Maintenance College Placement 
Transportation Attendance Problems 
Supervision of Custodians Teacher Personnel Problems 
Employment of Teachers Extra-Curricular Activities 
Purchasing 
Bookkeeping 


The routine duties of both the principal and superintendent 
do not permit a planned program of curriculum study or 
teacher supervision. The elimination of the non-teaching ele- 
mentary principal position last year further burdens the work 
of the office of the Superintendent of Schools and the High 
School principal. This position should be restored as soon as 
possible. A guidance director should be added to the High 
School staff. This will enable the High School Principal to 
more adequately serve the needs of all the students in the 
High School. There are many problems in regarde to selection 
of courses. Adjustment to high school life, summer and part- 
time employment, etc. are not now receiving adequate atten- 
tion. Most high schools as large as Franklin High School now 
have one or more people devoting their time to guidance work. 
It might be desirable to have two regular teachers who have 
had special guidance training share in the administration of 
a guidance program. 


The music program is at present handicapped by the fact 
that band rehearsals are being conducted after school. This 
puts the band in competition with other extra-curricular ac- 
tivities such as sports and clubs. Those who have to work after 
school are also unable to attend band rehearsals. In the fall, 
interest was dwindling to such an extent that the High School 
band program was nearly dropped. The time of rehearsal was 
changed to an evening hour, thus enabling the band to con- 
tinue. This expedient action has enabled the band to continue 
but is not a sound solution to the problem. It is recommended 
that the High School program for next year be revised to in- 
clude time for band and other music activities within the 
school day. This will require a complete revision of the High 
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School program and the possible addition of a period to the 
school day. Since the band has been operating on a shoestring 
for a number of years, it is also recommended that the band 
director’s time be increased to a half-time position. The pres- 
ent program is costing the school department in the City of 
Franklin only $360 per year. There has been some discussion 
of combining the band director’s work with that of the vocal 
music supervisor’s work. This is a possibility but it would limit 
the present program in vocal music. 

There is no art instruction in the Franklin school system. 
Various teachers are working independently in their own 
grades on art instruction. We cannot hope to have a complete 
and well organized program without an art supervisor. Art 
is one of the few areas in the school where a child can express 
himself creatively. It is recommended that an art supervisor 
be employed in the near future. 

The City is fortunate to have a full-time remedial reading 
instructor. Approximately 40 children are receiving special in- 
struction in reading. This is a wonderful program and should 
be continued in the system. Having embarked on a full-time 
remedial reading program, the Superintendent finds. that many 
other cases are being brought to his attention. The present 
program is operating in grades four through eight. There is 
no coverage in grades one through three. The teachers have 
reported an additional 40 cases in need of attention. If this 
situation continues, the City may want to consider the addi- 
tion of further remedial instruction another year. There are 
also approximately 20 children in the High School who are in 
serious need of remedial instruction in reading. The English 
teachers do not have time to give special instruction. Some 
of these children come to us from other schools so that there 
is no way to work with them prior to their enrollment in the 
High School. 

It should be pointed out that the School Board authorized 
the employment of four additional teachers in the fall of 
1954. These additions enabled the Superintendent to reduce 
the average class size to approximately 27. By keeping the en- 
rollments in the lower grades down to 25 or less, the grade 
school teachers have much more time to devote to each child. 
If the average class size can be kept low, the need for remed- 
ial teachers will be less. If conditions force larger class sizes 
upon the school system, the need for remedial instruction may 
be expected to increase. 


Maintenance Problems 


The most serious maintenance problems are as follows: 
1. Repairs to the High School Parapet. The parapet at the 
High School has been leaking for a number of years. Some of 
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the ceilings on the second floor at the High School are already 
badly stained. 

2. Lighting. Lighting conditions in all buildings are sub- 
standard. Thirty foot candles of light are required on each 
pupil’s desk according to all modern lighting standards. Sew- 
ing rooms, drafting rooms, etc. require 50 foot candles. Except 
for eight rooms already equipped with flourescent lighting, a 
typical classroom is provided with an average of less than ten 
foot candles on each pupil’s desk. Immediate action should be 
taken to remedy this situation. From $1,200 to $1,500 will be 
needed to complete this work. 

3. Shop Equipment. The lathes in the Machine Shop are 
worn so that it is no longer possible to teach proper accuracy 
and tolerances for machine work. If the City of Franklin is 
to continue to have a shop course, a planned program for re- 
placements of this equipment must soon be undertaken. About 
$30,000 must be spent to properly equip the shops. 

4. Heating. Coal boilers are being used at Nesmith and at 
the High School. The High School boiler also heat the Dan- 
iell Junior High School. There is no zoned control on either 
of these heating systems. Consequently, temperatures as high 
as 85 and 90 degrees are common in some of the rooms. In 
Nesmith School, the windows in one room may be wide open 
because of high temperatures while students in another room 
are wearing their coats to keep warm. The efficiency of the 
heating plant at Nesmith is greatly reduced by the extremely 
bad condition of all windows. A great deal of the janitor’s time 
at the High School and at Nesmith School is devoted to firing 
the boilers, removing ashes, additional cleaning resulting from 
the use of coal. A recent inspection of the High School boiler 
indicates that some of the tubes are pitted. These tubes will 
need to be replaced in two or three years according to the 
boiler inspector. The City of Franklin should make definite 
plans to install oil fired boilers in the High School, Daniell 
Junior High School and Nesmith School. The advice of a 
heating engineer should be sought prior to such action. It now 
appears that separate installations in the High School and 
Junior High School would be preferable to a central heating 
plant for both buildings. 

Two venturafin fans (unit blower type heaters) are needed 
in the cafeteria at Hancock School. The present equipment 
has been leaking for some time. Pails are placed under the unit 
heaters to catch the water. Two similar fans are needed at 
Nesmith School to heat the cafeteria and proposed playroom 
in the basement. 

Many air valve and thermostatic controls are needed 
throughout the school system. Many of these will be replaced 
during routine summer maintenance. 
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5. Maintenance Work Area. At present, there is no suitable 
work space for the janitors or other maintenance employees 
to accomplish minor desk and building repairs. Work areas in 
the basement of the Daniell Junior High School have been 
proposed. Since there is no floor in the most convenient sec- 
tion for such a work area, it will be necessary to first lay a 
cement floor. Shelving, cabinets, and partitions will be re- 
quired to complete this room. 

6. Playground Equipment: We have very little outdoor grade 
school playground equipment. In the past, slides, merry-go- 
rounds, swings, etc. have been given to the school but not 
enough money has been provided to keep this equipment in 
repair or to replace it when worn out. Swings and teeter boards 
are still available at Hancock but there is nothing at Nesmith 
School. 

7. Physical Education. The addition of a physical education 
program to our curriculum has imposed an additional burden 
upon our present system. Before and after physical education 
classes, students go back and forth to corridor lockers on the 
first and second floors. Sweaty gym clothes are stored in cor- 
ridor lockers with no ventilation. This inconvenience may in- 
volve as much as fifteen minutes of class time. The removal 
of a wall between the high ‘school boys locker room and the 
boys toilet will permit the installation of 192 basket lockers 
and 36 standard lockers. About $1,700 will be needed to com- 
plete this project. 

8. Lunch Program. Additional storage space is needed at the 
High School for lunch supplies. All supplies are at present 
kept in the basement of the Daniell Junior High School. Sev- 
eral trips are required to transport food each day. Any long 
range plan for the Franklin School System should include the 
complete re-analysis of the cafeteria program. There is no 
completely free space for serving meals. The home economics 
room is now used aS a dining area. The dishwasher is in a sec- 
ond home economics room. Since both of these rooms are 
used immediately before and after the school lunch program, 
there is very little time to set up the rooms, clean and get 
them ready for later classes. The present dishwasher is nearly 
worn out. A new one should be purchased next year. 

9. High School Floors. The corridor floors at the High School 
have been patched each year. Apparently, some damage was 
done to the floors at the time the building was built. Each 
year, some of the tile has had to be removed to allow for the 
installation of a new cement base. The floor on the entire 
west end of the building needs attention. One or more areas 
of the main corridor will probably break through before June 
of 1955. 

10. Paving. The driveways and parking areas at the High 
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School are in very poor condition. Water collects on the drive- 
way and grounds at the High School entrance. The level of 
the driveway and the level of the landscaped area should be 
raised at the time of repaving. One estimate including all 
driveways and parking areas except the roadway to the Dan- 
iell property amounts to $7,500. 

11. Fire Protection. Several tons of old books, school furni- 
ture and junk have been removed from the basement of Dan- 
iell Junior High School and from the basement at Nesmith 
School. This will lessen the fire hazard in these schools. How- 
ever, there is more clean-up work to be done. To improve the 
condition of our school basements, additional shelves and stor- 
age areas are needed. Because of the fire hazard in wooden 
buildings, an estimate on the ‘“‘Protectowire System” was ob- 
tained in the fall. This system would cost about $3,000 for 
Nesmith and Hancock Schools. This system would warn of a 
fire anywhere in the building in sufficient time to enable the 
children to escape. It does not, however, provide protection for 
the building. Only a much more expensive sprinkler system 
would give building protection. 


New Equipment 


The Commerce Department has eleven typewriters between 
fourteen and sixteen yars of age. Plans should be made to 
replace five of these machines each year. Four new machines 
have recently been purchased. It is recommended that two 
more machines be purchased this year. An adding machine 
and dictaphone should be added to the Commerce Department 
for the office practice class. 

Furniture. Many teachers are still using ordinary tables for 
desks. Ten new teachers desks should be purchased at the 
present time. New staff members employed next year must be 
properly supplied with furniture. Four-drawer files should be 
added to our classrooms as rapidly as possible for the purpose 
of providing necessary storage for teaching materials. Outside 
of the administrative offices, there are no filing cabinets in 
our classrooms. Additional student furniture will be needed 
each year as the enrollment increases. About eighty new desks 
and chairs will be needed next year. Sixty of these are for 
additional students and twenty to replce worn out equipment. 


Salaries 


The salary scale in Franklin is low in comparison to other 
cities. Various studies are underway at the present time to 
improve this situation. If we are to maintain a staff of com- 
petent teachers in this period of teacher shortages, the salary 
levels must be increased. At the present time, the differential 
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between teachers salaries and the salaries of other city em- 
ployees and non-professional people in this area is very slight. 
The investment in college training and in required summer 
school attendance necessitates a reasonable differential hbe- 
tween teachers salaries and the salaries of industrial employ- 
ees. The differential at this time is so slight that many peo- 
ple throughout the nation are leaving the teaching profession 
for other more profitable occupations. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the School Board and 
school staff and the people of Franklin for my cordial recep- 
tion aS your Superintendent of Schools.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


January 3, 1955 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 
The summary of enrollment on January 1, 1955 is as follows: 


Girls Boys Total 
Seniors 42 27 69 
Juniors 41 39 80 
Sophomores 58 34 92 
Freshmen 52 61 113 
Post Graduates 1 a 3 
Totals 194 163 357 


I would expect that our enrollment will increase rapidly 
after this year. Careful study should be given to the whole 
problem of pupil population in relation to building needs. This 
school was built as a three year high school. When the en- 
rollment pressure hit the lower grades, the ninth grade was 
put in this building. The result is that we are now scheduled 
at capacity. We can accommodate a few more pupils, perhaps 
20 to 40 more, and then we face a block in scheduling. That 
is, we will have to have additional classroom space. Unless 
this is carefully planned for, we will be forced into making 
emergency decisions which will turn out to be more expensive. 

Faculty 

Four faculty changes were made this year. 

Mr. Norman Brough replaced Mr. John O’Keefe as Biology 
teacher and assistant football coach. 

Mrs. Alton Currier replaced Miss Anastasia McManus as 
teacher of Senior and Sophomore English and advisor for the 
Senior Yearbook. 

Mrs. Lillian Davidson replaced Mrs. Aileen Michaels as 
teacher of Freshman and Sophomore English. 

Mr. Vincent O’Connor replaced Mr. Alger Bourn as teacher 
of Chemistry and Physics. 

Recommendations for 1955 

These recommendations are the result of a careful study 
made by the teaching staff of the High School. 
Personnel 

1. A full time job could be made of the combination of an 
Assistant Principal and Guidance Director. Under the present 
organization, four of the six periods every teacher is assigned 
to definite responsibilities. During the second period, two 
teachers have a free period and period 3 one teacher has a 
free period. These teachers are attempting to do some guid- 
ance work during this time. All other direct work with pupils 
falls on the principal during the school day. Also, the major 
amount of disciplinary activity rests with the principal. The 
principal now spends 80 to 90% of his time working with 
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pupils as individuals or with small groups of pupils. Little 
time is left for classroom supervision in either school. 

The need is for a person to have the time and authority to 
handle pupil problems in the areas of discipline and guidance. 

2. We are very much concerned with the lack of art instruc- 
tion. We recommend the hiring of an art supervisor who will 
be able to handle one half or full credit courses in art in- 
struction and appreciation at the high school level who will 
spend the rest of the time available in the junior high and 
elementary grades. 

3. Our muSic program could be greatly improved by the 
addition of a person qualified to teach instrumental music, 
both band and orchestra, and music appreciation. As it is 
now, our music instruction is limited to vocal instruction dur- 
ing the school day. The only instrumental work is held after 
the regular school day in the form of band rehearsals. The 
band is dependent on its own resources for fund raising. The 
only support from public money is the salary of the person 
who rehearses the band. 

4. We are constantly faced with the problem of pupils read- 
ing several grades below level. Eighty three of our Freshman 
class were tested in reading in April in grade 8. The test scores 
indicate that they were reading on the following levels: more 
than 2 grades below—7, 1 to 2 grades below average—38, at 
grade average—20, 1 to 2 grades above average—14, more than 
2 above average—4. This wide spread indicates the need for 
remedial work. What is done has to be done as a part of the 
regular class work. This is not only little help towards solving 
the problem, but it tends to slow down the pupil who is able 
to make normal or better progress. We need the help of a 
remedial teacher. 

Buildings and Grounds 

1. The lighting of the driveway is inadequate for the con- 
stant use received at night by the high school building. 

Recommendations: 

a. Increase the candle power of the street light opposite the 
driveway, and put in a reflector to take care of the entrance. 

b. Install a street light opposite the corner of the high 
school to light parking area and both the side and front en- 
trance. 

2. We need to begin replacing the auditorium chairs. They 
have held up very well over their thirteen years of use. They 
are set up and stacked several times each week. The best in- 
vestment would be individual metal chairs purchased in sets 
with a storage rack on castors. This would give longer life to 
both the chairs and the gym floor. 

3. We should purchase a classroom flag and holder for each 
room in the high school. We have never had them. 
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4. The boys locker room facilities are completely inadequate 
for both the athletic and physical education program. This 
could be corrected by taking down the partition between the 
locker room and basement. There would then be room for 60 
or more new lockers to be put in. It BD that this could 
be done without much trouble. 

5. We recommend a five year plan of replacement of mach- 
inery in both the machine shop and wood shop. 

a. Machine shop—Of the 14 lathes in the shop, two were 
purchased about 1942, one new and one reconditioned, the 
other machines are at least 30 to 40 years old. Consequently 
the one newest lathe is in poor condition because of constant 
use. We recommend the purchase of one heavy duty precision 
machine which can do the largest job required and two less 
expensive machines this year. We should establish a plan of 
replacing three machines per year. 

b. Wood shop—The lathes were purchased in either 1913 or 
1914. We do not know if they were new or used at that time. 
The planer was purchased about 20 years ago aS a second hand 
machine. These should be replaced at the rate of one or more 
per year. They are in very poor condition now. 

c. We are forced with limiting our enrollment unless mach- 
ines are provided for these classes. 

6. We do not have definite plans of replacement of type- 
writers. At the present time, six of the machines are completely 
worn out and should be replaced this year. We do not have 
the necessary equipment to teach the use of modern business 
machines. We should have a dictaphone or some other make 
of oral transcribing equipment. We should have an electric 
typewriter and a calculating machine. 

7. Our lighting improvement plan was not followed this year. 
The sewing room and study hall should be changed to fluores- 
cent this year. 

8. We have not as yet begun on a plan of repainting class- 
room walls and refinishing desk tops. The building and furni- 
ture is fifteen years old and should be taken care of. 

9. I regret having to report that the main corridor is giving 
away again. It should be repaired this summer. 

If you will refer to last year’s report, you will note that of 
the several recommendations made, the only one receiving 
attention was resurfacing of the athletic field. This happened 
because it was impossible to use the field otherwise. I sincerely 
hope that provisions can be made to bring the school plant 
and teaching tools to a level of efficient operation rather than 
waiting to take care of each item as it becomes an emergency 
situation. 

I know I speak for the teachers of the High School and 
Junior High School when I say that we will continue to serve 
the children of Franklin to the best of our ability.

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On the shoulders of over thirty million children now attend- 
ing school rests the future of the United States. Within a few 
short years they will be our teachers, factory workers, our 
farmers, our professional and business men. They will also be- 
come the homemakers and the parents of a new generation of 
children. 


How well they will meet their new opportunities and assume 
their responsibilities will be answered in the years ahead. Our 
duty and purpose as educators and parents of these children 
are clear. We must help them to realize their future possibili- 
ties by providing each child with the foundation on which to 
build a happy and useful life. One of these foundations is good 
health. 


It is important, therefore, that every child receive a thorough 
pre-school examination with attention given to all the organs 
and their functioning. No child should enter school with cor- 
rectible handicaps. Vision and hearing should receive a care- 
ful evaluation since any child whose sight is imparied or whose 
hearing is defective will obviously experience difficulty, not only 
in the classroom, but on the playground as well. These handi- 
caps should, when possible, be corrected before the child enters 
kindergarten. In keeping with this consideration, a pre-school 
clinic was held at the Daniell Junior High School on May 18, 
21, 25, and 28 respectively. Eighty-one children were examined 
by Dr. Robert Morin. 


Children throughout the United States have been given diph- 
theria toxoid for many years. The result has been that with 
the protection of such large numbers of children, diphtheria 
has been practically wiped out. When,however, parents become 
careless about having their children immunized, diphtheria cas- 
es and deaths begin to rise. It is for this reason that Toxoid 
Clinics are held yearly. This year, a Toxoid clinic was con- 
ducted on April 20 with forty-four school children and forty 
pre-school children present. A third clinic was held on May 
17 with eighty-one children attending. 


A vaccination clinic co-sponsored by the Franklin School 
Health Department and the Franklin Visiting Nurses Associa- 
tion was held on June 11 with forty-two children in attend- 
ance. 


The importance of the Tuberculin test in any program for 
the elimination of Tuberculosis cannot be overestimated. The 
percentage of positive tuberculin reactors is an indirect mea- 
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sure of the amount of undetected active tuberculosis in the 
community. The presence of positive tuberculin test results 
helps to pin-point the individuals within a given group in 
which new active cases might develop. Thus the Tuberculin 
test becomes one of the most sensitive and effective factors in 
the overall control program of tuberculosis in school children. 
On March 5 this test was given to 626 children and teachers. 
Twenty-seven children showed a positive reaction to the test 
and as a result were X-rayed on March 20. Two chest clinics 
were also held in January and in June at which seventy-eight 
children were examined by Dr. Robert Kerr of the New Hamp- 
shire Tuberculosis Association and fifty-eight children were 
X-rayed. 


Defective hearing is a great handicap to the school child. 
The fact that the child is probably unaware that he is not 
hearing all that other children can hear is an additional fac- 
tor contributing to this handicap in school progress and ad- 
justment. During the year 1954, 1582 school children were 
given the Puretone Audiometer hearing test, a sensitive in- 
strument for detecting the presence of deafness or impaired 
hearing prior to the investigation of the cause and the institu- 
tion of remedial measures. 


The general objective of a school program for visual health 
is two-fold and involves not only the promotion of healthy eye- 
sight, but the use of all means within the scope of the school 
for the prevention of eye strain. As a means to this objective 
the annual vision test was administered to all the children, to- 
taling 1608 administrations of the Massachusetts Vision Test- 
ing Instrument. At the same time the lighting conditions in 
some of our classrooms have been improved and the chalk 
boards have been painted green. 


Every health program recognizes the importance of good nu- 
trition, both for the safeguarding of health and the preven- 
tion of disease. The school nurse is pleased to report and ac- 
knowledge the generous and civic minded support given to her 
in raising the necessary funds for 2774 lunches during the past 
year. This money was donated by various clubs, organizations, 
and individuals. 


The Treatment Center at the Daniell Junior High School 
was continued under the able supervision of Miss Mary Bul- 
lock, physiotherapist from the New Hampshire State Board of 
Health. Eighty-two children were seen by Miss Bullock and 
twenty-six children attended the orthopedic clinics which were 
held in Laconia, Concord, and Manchester. 


It is now an established rule in the Franklin schools that all 
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new pupils entering school must be examined by their family 
physician before they can participate in the physical educa- 
tion program. It is likewise a rule that all pupils taking part 
in any sport must receive a physical examination once a year. 
The purpose of this examination is to determine whether or 
not the pupil is capable of profiting by such a program and to 
forestall any possible physical harm which might be incurred 
by active participation. 


During the year 1954, the school nurse made 1214 visits to 
the various schools. The number of children inspected by the 
school nurse totaled 1060. 


In submitting this report, I wish to express my sincere 
gratitude to all for their wholehearted cooperation and fin- 
ancial assistance during the past year.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO PARKING METERS. 
In the Year of our Lord One thousand nine hundred and 
fifty-four. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FRANKLIN AS FOLLOWS: 

That the ordinance to regulate traffic by use of parking met- 
ers passed by the Council of the City of Franklin on August 2, 
1948, and amended on May 4, 1953, be amended by striking out 
the whole thereof and substituting the following provisions in 
place thereof: 


Sect. 1. This ordinance shall be referred to as the “Parking 
Meter Ordinance.” 


Sect. 2. Definitions 

a. Vehicle—any device in, upon or by which persons or 
property are transported upon a street or highway. 

b. Parking—The standing of a vehicle, whether occupied 
or not, upon any street. This definition shall not include com- 
mercial vehicles standing temporarily upon any street for the 
purpose of and while actually engaged in loading or unload- 
ing. 

c. Parking space—A portion of any street of sufficient 
dimensions to accommodate an ordinary vehicle. 

d. Parking meter—A device which contains a receptacle 
chamber for receiving coins, a timing mechanism to indicate 
the passage of time during which parking is permissible and 
which also displays an appropriate signal when the ‘aforesaid 
interval of time shall have elapsed, and on which is written 
brief instructions for its use and operation. 


Sect. 3. That the following described streets in the City 
of Franklin are hereby designated and established as parking 
meter zones, to wit: both sides of Central Street from Daniell 
Bridge to Sanborn Bridge. Both sides of Franklin Street from 
Central Street to School Street. East side of Memorial Street 
from Ceniral Street to Canal Street. 


Sect. 4. The City Council shall provide for installation of 
meters, including curb or street marking lines, regulation and 
operation thereof, and shall cause said meters to be maintained 
in good workable condition. Meters shall be placed upon the 
curb next to individual parking spaces and meters shall be so 
constructed as to display a signal showing legal parking upon 
deposit therein of the proper coin, or coins of the United 
States as indicated by instructions on said meters, and for a 
period of time conforming to the parking limits of the traffic 
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ORDINANCES (Continued) 


regulation ordinance of the City of Franlin, said signal to re- 
main in evidence until expiation of said parking period so de- 
signated, at which time a change of signal or some other me- 
chanical operation shall indicate expiration of said parking 
period. 


Sect. 5. The City Council shall provide for the purchase 
and installation of new parking meters from time to time as it 
shall become necessary, provided, however, that all parking me- 
ters purchased shall be paid for from the receipts of parking 
meters and from no other source. 

Sect. 6. When any vehicle shall be parked in a parking space 
in a parking meter zone, the owner or operator of said vehicle 
shall park within the area designated by the curb or street 
marking lines as indicated for parallel or diagonal parking and 
upon entering said parking space shall immediately deposit in 
said meter one or more five cent coins of the United States, 
and/or one or more one cent coins of the United States as in- 
dicated by instructions of said meter. Upon the deposit of such 
coin or coins as herein prescribed the parking space may be 
lawfully occupied by a vehicle for the period of time designat- 
ed upon the face of the meter. If the owner or operator of 
said vehicle shall fail to park said vehicle within the designat- 
ed lines of a parking space or shall allow such vehicle to oc- 
cupy such parking space beyond the period so designated he 
shall be guilty of violating this ordinance. 

Sect. 7. Owner Responsibility—No person, firm, or corpora- 
tion shall allow or permit a vehicle registered in his or its 
name to park within a parking space in violation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, and in the event that the identity of 
the operator of such vehicle cannot be determined, the owner 
or person, firm, or corporation in whose name such vehicle is 
registered shall be held responsible for such violation. 

Sect. 8. If any person shall deposit or cause to be deposited 
in a parking meter one or more five cent coins and/or one or 
more one cent coins for the purpose of extending the parking 
time beyond the maximum time fixed by the ordinance relating 
to traffic regulations of the City of Franklin, he shall be guilty 
of violating this ordinance. 

Sect. 9. If any personal shall willfully tamper with, open, 
break, damage, or destroy any parking meter, he shall be guil- 
ty of violating this ordinance. 

Sect. 10. If any person shall deposit or cause to be deposited 
in a parking meter any slug, device or a metallic substitute for 
a coin of the United States, he shall be guilty of violating this 
ordinance. 

Sect. 11. Duty of police. It shall be the duty of the police

officers of the City of Franklin acting in accordance with in- 
Structions issued by the Chief of Police, to report: 

a. the number of such parking meter which indicates that 
the vehicle occupying the parking space adjacent to such 
meter, is or has been parked in violation of this ordinance. 

b. The state registration number of such vehicle. 

c. The time at which such vehicle is parked in violation 
of any of the provisions of these regulations. 

d. Any other facts, a knowledge of which is necessary to 
a thorough understanding of the circumstances attending 
such violation. ~- 

e. Each officer shall also attach to such vehicle a notice 
to the operator or owner thereof that such vehicle has been 
parked in violation of this ordinance, and instructing such 
operator or owner to report at once to police headquarters of 
the City of Franklin. Each operator or owner, violating section 
six, seven or eight of this ordinance may, within twenty-four 
hours of the time when such notice was attached to such ve- 
hicle, in lieu of court proceedings under any of said sections, 
voluntarily pay to the Police Department of the City of Frank- 
lin the sum of fifty ($.50) cents for each of such violations 
as a penalty for and in full satisfaction of such violation. If 
such operator'or owner shall fail to pay said sum as required 
herein, the Police Department shall send such operator or 
owner @ notice by mail, postage paid, notifying such operator 
or owner of such violation and instructing him to report at 
yolice headquarters of the City of Franklin within ten days 
of the date of said notice. Such operator or owner may, within 
ten days of ithe date of said notice voluntarily pay to the Po- 
lice Department the sum of one dollar for each of such viola- 
tions under section six, seven, or eight of this ordinance as 
a penalty for and in full satisfaction of such violation. Fail- 
ure by such operator or owner to make such payment within 
ten days as required herein shall render such operator or 
owner subject to the penalties herein provided for such viola- 
tion of this ordinance. 

Sect. 12. If any person, firm, or corporation shall violate 
or permit or allow anyone to violate any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, he shall upon conviction be fined not more 
than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 13. The fee required to be deposited in said meters 
is hereby levied as a police regulation and inspection fee to 
cover the cost of providing parking spaces, parking meters, 
and installation, and maintenance thereof, the cost of regu- 
lation and inspection, operation, control and use of the park- 
ing meter spaces and zones created therein, for the regulation 
and control of traffic moving in and out of, and parking in, 
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ORDINANCES (Continued)

any resultant traffic administration expense. 

Sect. 14. If any section, provision or part thereof in this 
ordinance shall be adjudged invalid or unconstitutional by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, then such adjudication shall 
not affect the validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any 
section, provision or isa thereof not adjudged invalid or un- 
constitutional. - ;
